A DISPUTED QUESTION. 


The Chicago Journal, a day or two ago, 


published an editorial note as follows.- 
"The prohibitionists are finding out that 
a law which will prohibit tho manufac- 
ture and sale ot alcoholic beveraget, can 
bu passed and enforced by tho legislature 
of almost any state without tho trouble 
of amending tho constitution. All that 
is needed is tho passage o£ a law making 
such manufacture and aalo unlawful, and 
punishing it by proper pains and penal- 
ties. If this is a correct vibw of the case, 
\rhat tho prohibitionists need iu order to 
accomplish their object ia ,to get contro 
of the legislatures ot 'the several states 
and ptiss the necessary laws. Indeed, it 
a constitutional amendment should be 
adopted in any state—in Iowa for exam- 
ple—and the governor and a majority in 
"the legislature should be opposed to the 
scheme, it would bo very difficult to have 
tho object of tho amendment realized." 


Iho opinion ot lawyers will pro- 


bably 
bo divided on this question. 


Some will maintain that such prohibi- 
tion can not bo marto by merely the [en- 
actment of a Inw oy a legislature and 
probably this is the correct view ot tho 
case. Others hold that a legislature can 
enact a law which will prevent tho manu- 
facture and sale of any article, but that 
its constitutionality wouldbo tested in the 
courts is a matter of course. A court 
would decide such a law unconstitutional. 
The only way to accuro prohibition of 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors, ia to put it in tho form of a con- 
stitutional eunctracrat to be voted upon 
by tbe people. This is recognized as the 
only legal way to rcnch prohibition by 
the facts that states do not attempt to 
prohibit the manufacture of liquor by H 
mere legislative enactment. ^

fcr the United States senate, will be 
nothing but wild speculation. 
He has 


said nothing and has done nothing that 
tvonld tend to "stir" up tho political cir- 
cles of the state. It may be safe to say, 
however, that should Governor Rusk be 
a candidate for renomination, he will 
be endorsed by tho republican conven- 
tion, and once nominated, there is no 
power in tho democratic party which w 
defeat him.. 


Whether the governor will bo a candi- 


date for 'United States Senator in 1S80, ia 
not positively known. Senator Camer- 
on's term will expire on the 3d cf March, 
1885, and the legislature elected next 
fall, vfheu a governor will also bo elected, 
will elect a senator to succeed Mr. Cam- 
eron. It is not known '-whether he wi]j 
be a candidate for re-election and .noth- 
ing from him has indicated what bis pur- 
poses will be in 1885.

lations afloat as to what Governor Kusk 
will 
do 
nest year, but the} may 


come wide of tiie mark. That gentle- 
man is not in the habit of giving himself 
away, and it will be perfectly fair to say 
that ho has not said a word, either to a 
fnond or an interviewer, that should cre- 
ate a ruffle in tho republican circles of 
Wisconsin. In tho meantime tho repub. 
hcans o£ the state vnll go on in tho even 
tenor oC. their ways, elect a republican 
governor next fall, also a republican 
legislature, and will not become excited 
as to the senatorship until the time for 
an election arrives. 


GENERAL W. T. SHEJtMAN. 


General William T. Shcrmiu relin- 


quished command of tho armies of the 
United States on tho first ot the month 
and will now retire to private life, but by 
a special act of congress will receive an 
annual salary of $17,000 as long as he 
lives. No .vspaper gossip tells us that the 
brava old soldier who has seen so much 
ol war and given his country so much 
service, 'eaves tho army with a bitter re- 
gret. This may be true, but there are 
reasons for tho belief that its not true. 
But still, General Sherman is not difl'er- 
ent from the rest of mortals, and it may 
be that he gave up the generalship ot the 
armies witli no little sorrow. Men like 
;o hold to fame, to position, to authority, 
md to power, even if they have attained 
ho age of 04. The heaviest cross Gener- 
il Grant was over called upon to bear wa.i 
to quit the white house in 1577. He had 
a wonderfully strong affection for the old 
executive mansion, and for the glory and 
the honor that surrounded it. When one 
ots a taste of fame and popularity, ac- 


companied by the blandishments of tho 
public, 
it 
naturally 
brings regrat 


:o be compelled to lose a hold on them: 
and it may be, of ter all, that "Old Tecum- 
seh" retires from the command ot the 
armies with very much the feeling that 
General Grant gave up the presidency. 


General Sherman has had a singularly 


marked career. Ho was born in 1820, 
and was graduated from West Point in 
1840. 
He 
served 
in 
the 
Florida 


and Mexican wars; resigned his com- 
mission in 1SG3; was a banker in San 
Francisco, and afterwards practiced law 
it Jjeayenworth, Kansas. In 1859 he was 
ippointed superintendent of the Louis- 
ana military academy, but resigned in 
1SG1, when that state seceded. Ho was 
commissioned aa tho colonel of a regi- 
ment of regular infantry; commanded a 
Brigade at Bull Bun, served with dis- 
;motion in Kentucky, became a brigadier 
and major-general of volunteers, and a 
brigadier-general in tho regular army 
In 18C3 ho succeeded General Grant in 
command of the department of the Tenn- 
essee, and a few months later in that of 
.he Mississippi. General Sherman then 
organized an army ot 100,000 men, and, 
opposed by General J, E. Johnston, made 
his famous "march to the sea," during 
whioh he gained several victories over 
the confederate forces, capturing Atlanta 
September 2,18(W, Fort MoAhster De- 
cernboi'13, and Savannah December 21 
Returning northward by another route( 
.to swept through South Carolina, gained 
two victories in North Carolina in March 
ISOfi, occupied Goldsborough, captared 
Raleigh, and negotiated with General J. 
2. Johnston terms of capitulation. 
He 


socarno a major-general in the regular 
army August 12,1SG6, and general of the 
army m March, 1SG9, soon after General 
Grant became president. 


He retires to his homo at St. Louis 


vith the kindest wishes of the nation. 
Ml classes profoundly respect him for 
bis great leadership as a general, and his 
manly integrity. 
The title of general' 


which has been given only to Washing- 
ion, Grant, and Sherman, will not be 
given to General Sheridan.

ment dispatches from the United Stute* 
Consul-General at Constantinople in regard 
to the choli'm in Egypt and the s.tniliivy 
c'onduion of. Constantinople. 
Ho says: 


"AVhile tlie sanitary administration-were 


employing ttio best mean'; their resotirre 
admitted to prevent the introduction o 
cholera, the orders from the palace for tli 
cleansing und disinfection of Constant 
nople were totally neglected, us ws al 
tho case in provinpinl tn\vns. Tho inos 
elementary measures of pronantion had no 
even boon coniincr.rofl nt'lei' Lho choler 
existed, at DumietUi over a month. Tb 
ditch-fJruining intd tlic Golilen Horn, whic 
drains ubout two square miles of Ian 
thickly built up nnil densely populate! 
roceives through a thousand tributaries a 
tho sewerage of that largo district. It i 
an open stream of filth, and its noxiou 
Cases spread with every breeze to distan 
quarters. 
This pestilential 
ditch 
stij 


yawns and befouls tho atmosphere of Per. 
and other quarters facing tbo Golden Horn 
Whilo the authorities ;ire discussing incus 
ures to improve the sanitary condition o 
the city the streets ramain unsu-opt, th 
servers choked and overflowing or opeu 
find the indescribable filth and garbage 
on increasing in open spaces, tbo accumu 
lalion of years. 


" Tho outbreak of cholera is sufficiently 


accounted for by tlie condition oE th 
towns infected. 
Before the epidemic np 


poared n cattle-plagua of extreme viru 
lencc had been raging for some tirno, ant 
such infoctod animals as woro not slaugh- 
tered for fooi woro allowed to die of dis 
ease, and after being skinned the carcasses 
were thrown into tho rivor and canals 
whence all drinking watoi1 is drawn. Tho 
bides, after drying, woro stored in the vil 
lages to bo sold. In somu place* tho car- 
fassos were tied to the banks of the river 
to attract the fish and render their capture 
easier, and these fish feeding on the putri- 
fiod nosh wore sold for food. Tbo water ii 
many o£ tho canals is almost stagnant; and 
has become putrid from tlie '.lumber of car- 
casses thrown 
into them. 
Everything 


seems to have been dono to create 'and 
propagate cholera, and it is quite useless 
to seek its origin in India when such 
abundant causes for its generation exist in 
every part of tbo delta: Since ir.ilitury 
cordons have been established around the 
infected placer,, wither 'through ignorance 
or from malovoie-rjce, they nut only do not 
allow any ono to pass out, which U right, 
but they allow nothing to pas.-; in, not even 
provisions and medicines. 
Meanwhile tbu 


dwellers in thesn plague-stricken places 
ni-o without food 01- modii-inps, it ml it is 
not to l)a wondered at they should eat tho 
carcasses of ;unimnls that died of disease, 
preforring to risk tho ohanco in' cbolora 
rather than incur tho certainty of death 
from starvation. Tbo wonder is not that 
there is cholera, but that tho mortality is 
not much g:-c«ler than reported."
